General health in the Borough has again been good, Ther” have 


s been no epidemics of infectious disease nor any deaths from this 


cause. The death rate is one of the lowest the borough has ever had 
Also for the first time in recent years the birth rate is greater 


than the death rate. It id also satisfactory to note that there was 


not a single death for either pulmonary or nonpulmonary disease.(T4) 
Wilton also maint®ins a satisfactory record in regard to maternity 
cases there being no deaths connected with child birth. There was 
again not a single case of diphther&a,how much this is due th the 
fact that over 95% of the child population is immunised is difficult 
to say since Wilton has been little troubled by this disease in 
epidemic form, There is however little doubt of the Cran Oe Ge of the 
treatment elsewhere,

are Bachelor of Science (Hons) Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of 


Surgery,Diploma of Public Health of the Royal Cohlege of Physicians 


and Surgeons, Certificate of Tropical Medicine and of Tropical S¥sia 


Hygiene London. 


There is a fully qualified Sanitary Inspector in the Borough 
He holds the Certificate of the Royal Sanitary Institute(Sanitary 
Inspector), the Meat and Foods Certificate, and the Certificate in 
Sanitary Sci@nce as applied to Buildings and Public Works. 
| Contribution is made to these officers salaries under the 
Public Health Acts. 


The medical officer in charge of the infant welfare and the 
antenatal clinic is Dr Straton of West Lodge Wilton who is also B 
Public Vaccinator for the district. | 


Other Officers----Midwives. 

Ther are two nurses who devote part of their time to Wilton 
and part to the adjoining rural area. They also act as school nurses 
They are responsible to a local committee acting in conjumction with 
the Wilts County Authority.

Section C. Sanitary Circumstances of the Area. 


Water Supply: 

The public supply is obtained from a shallow well and 
is treated with chloramine before entering the resevoir. Samples of 
the water are taken Monthly(before treatment) and are sent for bacter 
-iological examination. On each occasion during the year the re port 
stated that there was no evidence whatsoever of harmful pollution.
